HAINEURG SAW 1,000 “NIBKELUNGENLIED’ 
KNIGHTS MAECH TO THEIR DEATH 

Beyond Bratislava we skirted Hamburg, 
a hillside picture of town walls, curios 
ates, crumbling towers. Itis one of half 
a dosen Danube towns mentioned in the 
“Nibelungenlied” as lwing associated with 
the downstream journey of Burgunily's 
doomed lenighits. 

In the Midille Ages the “Nibelungen- 
fie!” corresponded to our modem crime 
story: Not that there was auyetan = yn it 
to untivel, for those were the frank days 


‘of murder without mystery, when, instead 


of tavaking almormal psychology, one re- 
ferred murders to a blood curse. | 

When Hagen slew Siegfried in Bur- 
gundy, there was no need to page some 
legendary Sherlock Holmes. Everyone 
recognized that the murder was dite to the 
Nibelungs’ curse. Kriqmbild, the de- 
censed’s witow, became the queen of King 
Etecl (Attia), withdrew to his castle on 
the Danube, and grinily Inded her tome. 
Then, when the late woplensantness had 
hlown over, she dispatched messages to 
Burgundy, inviting a thotsand loights, 
mcluding the euiity Magen, to vist her, 

lenoting the prophecies of friendly 
mermaids, gaily the maitldight thoirsanid 
deseend the Danube to Rtzel's court, And 
now Kriembild stages the festal scene for 
miitder without mystery, Instead of drop 
ping poison mto Hagen’s beer, she fires 
the banqueting hall; whereupon the Hun- 
garian knights fall upon the Burgundians 
matil oll are extinguished in Hame and 
hlomd, No unraveling is necessary; the 
Nibelmgs’ curse is to blame. Nothine 
simpler, my dear Watson’!

When one visits the delightful block 
kindergartens or the block laundries, 
where workmen's wives “do” their house- 
hold linen, or the courtyard playgrounds, 
where workmen's children seamper, it 
seems as th some lamp-rubbing genic had 
obliterated yesterday's «hreary tenemtent 
and planted to-morrow's comm ity home 
in its place. Surrounded by a block apart- 
ment’s thousand of more souls, living 
athong conditions of health anc cheer, one 
expenences—ayain the inevitable word— 
a singularly futuristic impression, as if 
beholding. the advent of a new era for in- 
dustrialiam's centers.

From beneath our window rose the 
shrill chant of the Brigach rushing down 
from the Sommerau. ur hodgepodge 
associations of Greeks and Romans, tugs 
and harees, Tatars and Crusaders, gypsy 
hands and cathedrals; became slumber- 
lilended into one abiding theme.

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BETHLEHEM AND THE CHRISTMAS STORY

Tc [owas a little boy, mem- 
bers of my family, recently re- 
tirted from the Floly Land, 
were guests of friends in our home teow 
in America. An elderly and much-loved 
mammy of the household in which we 
were visiting wns brought i in to sée “the 





children that had just come from Jeru- 


salem.” 

At the sivht of us her dark face lit up, 
“De gool Lord tless me," she said “I 
theaghe Jerusalem was tp in Heban.” 

So it is with Bethlehem. We all know 
of i asa amall town jn Judea-anid sing 
about it in aur carols, bur prohably few 
realoee how much it still contams that 
helps ws to visualize the First Christmas. 
To those who inow tt well—its natrow, 
wintling streets and Janes, cobblestone 
yaved; its age-cld homes; with walls of 
riivhut stone grown mellow with years 
of sunshine; its vinevnrds, olive yards, 
and terraced: ‘gurdens: and, most of all, its 
people atl their Biblical customs—it still 
speaks vividly of the Nativity story. 

The town, crowning a hill and dominat- 
ing open valleys to the east aml srnath, lies 
just far enough to the north of the busy 
rond that links Jerusnicm and Hebron to 
he undisturbed ly congested traffic, With 
the exception of a handinl of Moslem 
neighbors, its 6,000 hospitable inhatitants 
are all Christians and live together in 
amity. 


BETHLEHEMITES ARE A THRIFTY ['EOPLE 


It is not to be supposed, however, be- 
cause we find here a pervading spirit of 
peace, quiet, and friendliness, which to a 
great extent is missing in the larger neigh- 
lortng cities, that the Bethlebennies: are 
un indolent, easy-going people, (huite the 
contrary. Tt is not only the absence’ of 
pilitien] and religions nmimosities amome 
them, but their thrifty mdustry that has 
breaht on a state of well-being, 


As we pass through the confined thor- 


onghfares, now under a vaulted archway, 
now up by a steep flight of street steps, we 


may hear the tum and sereech of tools 
carving peart shell into ornaments or cut- 
ting thick sections of the same material 
into beads; The reselt may be a brooch, 
pendant, or necklet to bring joy to andy 
upon the return of the pilerim purchaser 
ta some cistant land. It-may be an in- 
tricately carved and inlaid cruciix'to hang, 
ait onthe wall of some small, lonely 

or it may be a spow-white rosary 
rnocbee with pure silver, destined to find 
its Way into a convent, 

These hamticratts, which, according to 
local standards, aye brought at least a 
decent living, sometimes have been the 
avenues to modest wealth, Dest of all, the 
industries hive cultivated a-sense of tn- 
dependence and self-respect in the natives, 

“The places of work ane by no meats 
sweatshops, although hours of labor are 
long and hard; nor do they savor of the 
factory. “The shop consists of a room or 
two in the home of adjoining it, Same- 
hmes only the members of a family work 
together; at other times a few outsiders 
are employ ec. Sitting cToss-legeei! on the 
fluorand working with the simplest tools 
and contraptions, the artisans turn ott 
heantiful things; and, while the squeak of 
asawior the rasping noise of many hles 
cutting away at the hard shell in not o 
tleasant. note, still, wnless they have 
orrped to return in flowery Arabic the 
salutations of passers-by, the workers 
prohally will be found passing otherwise 
irksome titie in singing in unison tunes 
centuries old. |

She 
walked arm in arm with the bridegroom, 
who likewise was clad in the lntest of oe- 
cidenital styles. The bride had waited for 
her wedding day te discard her native cos- 
time, mt which, quite unconsciously, she 
was stately and beautiful; the modes of 
the West were entirely foreten to all her. 
surroundings and unfitted to her peculiar, 
erect, queenly hesring and determined 
stride. - 

A bride in white is quite contrary to the 
native custom, When this girl's mother 
was married, artists in spinning, hand 
weaving, embroidery, and gold and silver 
smithing vied with one another to make 
her attire a rict of colors harmoniously 
blended into a thing of beauty befitting a 
rotintry of sinshine. 

Color has ever been the Eastern jdea 
of beauty. Ina parable, Jesus, speaking 
of the Irhies, says: “Solomon in all his 
tlory was net arrayed like one of these” 
(Matt, vrr29). The Westerner has taken 
this to refer to the white lily as we know 
it, Notatall, What is meant by the lily 
8 the anemone, a bulbous perennial that 
grows wild in Palestine, in great profu- 
sion of scarlet and purple, the royal colors

Above the supporting colamns we saw the 
old wooden roof, the gift of Fdlward the 
Fourth and Philp of Burgundy, About 
the walls, scattere:] patelies of gold ond 
colored Livennting mosaics, cottrasting 
with the white plaster that was filled i 
as: portions of the mosaics dropped off, 
caught aur attention, Particularly mter- 
esting was a frazment depicting a row 
of half figures intended to be portraits of 
the ancestry of Joseph. 

A pretty story is still told by the Bethle- 
hemites, which, though it lacks histore 
lacking, may accoint for the sparing of 
this church when the hordes. of the 
ruthless Persian Choerocvs burned and de-

tine, inchiting the Church of the Holy 
Setiuleher in Jerusalem. 

lt is said that among the earliest mo- 
sxics over the main entrance within was 
a large panel representing the Magi mak- 
ing rich offerings to the Infant Jesus. 
Seeing this; and recognizing by the cos- 
tumes that the Three Wise Men were 
Persians, the vandal hordes spared the 


Bevend the nave through witch we en- 
tered we saw the elevated transept, and 
in front a high altar separated from the 
choir by a carved and gilded screen. To 
this altar the bridal pair had been led. 
Below the transept a chamber, part cave, 
part masonry, was pointed out to us as 
the birthplace of Jestis. A silver star 
attached to the Aagstones of the floor in 
this crypt marks the spot where supe 
posedly the birth took place, and across 
the room ié an altar where the manger 
cradle is thanght to have stood.

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Where the road to Bethlehem forks off 
to Hebron, there stands by the wayside a 
picturesque lithe dome, the unpretentious 
tornh of Rachel, favorite wife of Jeol, 
The spot is mentioned in Genesis xxxv; 
16-vo: “And they journeyed. . . - And 
there was tut a litth: way to come to 
Ephrathn » . . And Rachel died and 
was buried on the way to Ephratha, which 
i Dethtehem, ane Jacoli set up a pillar 
upon her grave” (see: page 723). 

A half day's walk from the tomb of 
Rachel is Hebron, in the Vole of Misnre, 
Mere the Patriarchs pitched their tents 
while they were wanierers in the Prom-

grent-oge, Jacob gave a-charge: “I am 
to Ie gathered inte sy people, Bury me 
with my fathers in the cave that is in 
the Held of Machpolah, which is before 
Mamre. . ...

Here, in Hebron, ties Machpelah, sar- 
rounded bw a Cyelopean wall built of 
mammoth, finely-iratted! stones. ot he- 
rodian period and workmanship, within 
a Moslem mosque that once was a chorch, 
erected by the Franks in ti67. Below is 
the burial cave iteeli, unopened, so far 
as historical documents record, since the 
Crusades. 

Until the British occupation, entrance 
to the trelosire was deemed to-all tut 
Moslems, only three partes of notables 
having gained admission through special 
favor of the Sublime Porte at Constan- 
tirvenpeler, King Edward, when he was 
Prince of Wales, was the first to enter.

‘They cut the gram, «mall hand- 
fuls at & time, wrap each sheaf with a 
Tew straws, and cast it aside for another, 
Among the sheaves a less fortunate wicow 
or orphaned daughter may le seen plean- 
ing that which hes heen dropped by 
the reapers. The fields from which the 
sheaves have been femoved the shepherds 
have jivaded with their flocks, 

Where the reapers ate many, an estate 
owner stands, giving directions and ef- 
couragiy by kind words, Harvesting 
thus with a simple sickle from early dawn 
through the wreatest heat of the day until 
dark is the hardest work the peasants of 
Palestine have to perform; tut they scem 
mist joyous, They sing aa they work, 
The passer-try calls ont, “May Allah give 
vou strength!" “They reply, “May Allah 
preserve thee!” In such stirroundinyrs, 
the imagination has not far to run to re- 
construct the historical picture of Bonz 
and Ruth the gleaner ( sec pages 705-707 ). 

Camels carry the grain from the fields

Society Expeditons 


r- Wil) serntes of National Geographic 
Society expeditions, one which 
| explored the now. famous Pueblo 
Pontte ruins in Chaco Canyon, New Mex- 
ico, and the ether which sought to ascer- 
tain the actual age of those ruins, have 
culminated in findings of prime inmpor- 
tance to the history of pre-Columbian 
America. 

They have pushed back the htatoriv hert- 
ons of the southwestern Umited States to 
4 perual nearly eight centuries betore 
C mahiinabtis crossed the Atlantic: 

They have discovered not only the age 
ef the great communal dwelling of Pueblo 
Bonito, metropolisef our aboriginal South- 
west, but also have dated! some jo other 
rims whose time of occupancy hitherte 
hdl been unknown, 

Moreover, they have developed a tree- 
ring calendar which can be applied to 
all early rains in which datable timbers 
rkist. 

A collateral finding of great. interest. 
vet to he developed, is the possible rela 
tion Iétween the weather cveles clearly 
revealed in this tree-ring ecnlendar of the 
southwestern United States and similar 
eyelic variations being recorded tw a third

That the conchisions of competent arche- 
ologists were dependable as to the probable 
decades in which the two sections of our 
calendar would join may he illustrated 
hy another experience, About 35 wiles 
northeast of Flagstaff? there ts a fme oli 
niin known as Wupatki. | asked one of 
my archeological friends his opinion as 
to the relative ages of that ruin and af 
Muchlo Benito. be replied thar such eyi- 
(ence os he had examined bidicated that 
they were of approximately the same age. 
When f examined tinbers fram the two 
nuns in my laboratory and applied the 
usnel methods of dating, I found that the 
Md village <n the slope of San Franciseo 
Mountain, in Anizena, showed a teitding 
date only 7o years after those of the more 
famous puchla in Chaco Canyon, New 
Mexico, 220 miles away, | 

What then was the next step? We had 
identified n locality in the-jailite Valley 
which was apparently inhalited durin 
portions of mar two time perids ane pire- 
sumably through the veats that linked 
them torether, (Other Jadita ruins, espe- 
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cully Kokopayama, seemed favorable and 
equally Tkeiv to ceomtain inatertal covering 
this period. But each of these ruins was 
nearly ten acres in extent and we were 
without any means of knowing just where 
to cig. 

Probalily beams at a depth of ro feet 
or tore were in goed conditiin, bit a 
search for them would tean deep, lone 
continued eccavition. Nearer the surface, 
timber af the age which we desired would 
be badly decomposed unless previnusly 
lntrned by fire. Hike evidsoce of roorns 
destroyed hy fire was the essential cle in 
future work: Several of the ruins:sentth 
oat Holbrook gave tnidications of heme near 
the night age and were in the midst of the 
pine forest. Thetr colder climate and the 
abundance of freely burning wood made
